It is my distinct honor and great pleasure to speak

Today I have but one official obligation, so let me 


start by discharging this responsibility post-haste: 


I offer you all my most heartfelt congratulations. 
After what must seem like an interminable period 
of toil, countless sleepless nights and, if your 
college career in any way resembled my own, 
mountains of junk food, you have arrived at this 
moment: the imminent conferral of that most 
important testament to your remarkable efforts:

And through 
this understanding, solutions will come, no 
matter how difficult or how insurmountable these 


challenges may seem. 


This is the true, deep meaning of today’s ceremony. 
It is not just a celebration of your accomplishments, 


along with the conferral of a piece of paper so 


often framed and hung on a wall or put away in 


a drawer. 


No, today’s ceremony is meant to serve as both 
recognition and reminder: a recognition of your 
profound ability to engage with the world and 
thereby make it better, and a reminder of your 


obligation to do so. 


I stand by you today with enormous pride in all 
of your accomplishments and equally enormous 
hope and expectations for your future. As you 
begin to write the next chapters in your personal 
stories, I wish you all health, happiness, and the
